Kind Sir; 



In my last letter I said "there exist no pressing need for American manpower 
that only a draft can fill". 

You responded by attacking that premise. Your argument was that a voluntary 
enlistee is not willing or eager to obtain the kind of technical expertise that 
modern warfare requires of those who wage it. How you come to the conclusion 
that a draftee would he more eager to get that technical training than a 
volunteer is beyond me . 

You say that "the manpower that is raised via volunteers is pretty dubious". 
Presumably by this you mean that the volunteers ;the armed forces are 
currently getting are inferior in intelligence and education than the armed 
forces would get under a draft. That is a dubious premise. If you f ll examine 
the record, you'll see that the number of Category II and III recruits have 
risen drastically since the end of the draft, and that the proportion of 

Category IV recruits has dropped drastically. The number of Category I recruits 
has remained about the same or dropped slightly; but you don't actually want 
Category I people as recruits (by and large) you want them in the officer corps. 

Consequently, the intelligence and education of the armed forces, on average, has 
RISEN since the end of the draft. 

Yes, you need "decent people" to run a modern, technological military. And our 
armed forces are getting them under the All Volunteer Force v Whether you would 
get more "decent people" under a draft is dubious, unless you decided to draft 
only intelligent and educated people (which isn't likely to be a popular move). 

You say; "We must 'stoop' to coercion and the like in order to stave off becoming 
slaves to systems far worse than the 'oppressive coercion* the draft represents 
in our own system," This is, in fact, a succinct analysis of why a wartime draft 
is justifiable. Under the current circumstances, in which the armed forces are 
getting the number and quality of personnel they need, this is ftot a justification 
of a peace-time draft. 

Re Oaklyn/Tretick: It seems to me the position of any responsible GM is clear. 
I am selling a servide; anyone who's willing to put up the money and abide by my 
rules can join my games. But at the first sign of misconduct in any of my games, 
I'll throw the culprit out. I would, of course, accept Oaklyn/Tretick, or Adolf 
Hitler, for that matter, as a player in my zine; but any violation of my house rules 
or the rules of Diplomacy would be sufficient reason to expell him. 

Also; I am currently running a game which sonsists of nothing but people from the 
DC area. None of them are Oaklyn/Tretick (at least to my knowledge). Yes, there 
are lots of players from the DC area; and it's silly to force them to produce 
proof of existence. It's also silly to prohibit people from playing under a 

pseudonym what's wrong with that? I understanU that Kissinger has played a 

number of postal games pseudonymously.

((Greg, no one cares whether Tretick plays under a pseudonym; it's that he deceives his 
subbers/players under the same by not mentioning, and indeed lying to cover up, his 
pathetic record. The one bright spot is that his GMing is SO attrocious that even a lot 
of his new people will get rapidly turned off by such a nut who only follows the game rules 
when he feels like it, fills in orders of theirs he dislikes with orders of his own under

said son's access to ongoing game records). Tretick is a louse who should be thrown out 
across the face of the hobby, and continues only to the extent that a lot of GMs who should 
know better still accept him anyway under your blythe pooh-poohing attitude, and this idea 
of "he hasn't screwed ME over yet, so I'll take him".

The peacetime draft is necessary precisely because, even at the pathetic level of ou~ 
standing Army, you simply cannot raise or maintain (if we were able to even once have) an 
army trained to handle and wage the technological war we must to offset the overvhelming 
enemy numbers / with the dregs and dolts we're putting i». Women, for instance, are fine and 
dandy for morale and windowdressing in peacetime, but the purpose of an army (let me make 
that, the Actual .purpose of an army) is to wage war, not keep idle youth occupied 

and content, or to demonstrate the Administration's positive attitude toward the ERA. Only 
a draft will bring in a crosssection (or more of a crosssection) of your "average American" 
that will give u*» the best chance we have of pulling out a victory in any real war despite 
current appearances. The draftee will not be more eager for technical training; rather, he 
will be able to learn from it, rather than just being processed and pencil-whipped through 
a course and come out knowing nothing. It is ability, not attitude, that counts there. As 
to Category Is being officers, I must disagree. I think this bullshit of assuming that a 
degree makes for an officer while the others dig holes is nonsense.

illfary Balance 




EACH year, in early September, the International 
Institute for Strategic Studies in London publishes 
-.The Military Balance" forthe current and coming years. 
Through an exclusive arrangement with IISS, AIR 
FORCE Magazine has reprinted the Institute report in 
our December issue for the past eight years. We will 
publish it again in December 1979. 

The Institute, as most of our readers know, is an inde- 
pendent center for research in defense-related areas 
and is universally recognized as the leading authority in 
its field. Its reputation has been built on adherence to 
cold facts and, where judgments are made, on cautious 
conservatism. To paraphrase a TV commercial, when 
IISS speaks, people listen. 

In the past, we have reserved comment on "The Bal- 
ance" until it appeared in AIR FORCE Magazine. Be- 
cause of some unusually significant reporting and anal- 
ysis, we are breaking that precedent. 

The Institute reports this year that in the strategic area, 
"the capabilities of the Super-Powers will continue to 
increase despite SALT II, if asymmetrically. On the 
Soviet side, older land-based missiles are being re- 
placed by more accurate systems carrying greater 
numbers of warheads. Extrapolation of this trend will 
create a theoretical vulnerability of US land-based sys- 
tems by the mid-1980s which greater hardening cannot 
redress. . . . Given the time lag inherent in the produc- 
tion and deployment of new strategic systems and the 
new constraints introduced by SALT II, it will be eight to 
.ten years before the US could again restore a degree of 
invulnerability to their land-based deterrent forces. . . ." 

That means the deterrent value of US strategic forces 
will be pretty much limited — by 1982, we believe — to 
preventing an attack on the US itself. This unwelcome 
wind of change will have turned inside out the nuclear 
umbrella that has protected US allies and external inter- 
ests. That leads to another significant IISS judgment. 

Until this year, it generally has been accepted that the 
US had some 7,000 tactical nuclear weapons in Europe, 
compared to about 3.500 for the USSR — an apparently 
comfortable margin that should give the Kremlin long 
thoughts about starting trouble in Europe (or other the- 
aters, for that matter) or about first use of nukes if a con- 
ventional war were launched. 

Now the Institute finds that instead of the rough parity 
reported in our March 1979 issue (p. 47), "there cur- 
rently exists a 25% advantage to the Warsaw Pact in 
terms of deliverable [our emphasis] warheads likely to 
be deployed in a European conflict and a moderate 13% 
advantage tc the Warsaw Pact in terms of the effective- 
ness of those warheads when- measured against the 
three parameters of survivability, assurance of penetra- 
tion, and flexibility. . . . We note that this balance is 



sustained by American central systems {Poseidon 
SLBMs) allocated to SACEUR for Europe's defense but 
counted in SALT. If these central systems are removed 
from the equation, the Warsaw Pact advantage rises to 
almost 60% in both numbers and effectiveness. Con- 
tinued deployment of SS-20 intermediate-range ballis- 
tic missiles . . . will alter the balance substantially in 
favor of the Warsaw Pact if NATO's Theater Nuclear 
Forces are not increased or modernized or both." 

It follows from this that if US strategic and theater nu- 
clear forces are both neutralized, potential conflict be- 
tween the superpowers or their alliances is most likely to 
be at the conventional level, where the USSR has an ad- 
vantage in military manpower and a wide quantitative 
lead in offensive equipment. 

For example, the USSR's inventory of tanks, accord- 
ing to "The Balance," stands at about 50,000, compared 
to 10,500 for the US, and the Soviet Navy continues to 
emphasize amphibious ships and attack submarines. 
Finally, the Soviet Union is stockpiling (our term) large 
quantities of up-to-date military equipment in such 
strategic locations as Libya, South Yemen, Ethiopia, 
and Vietnam along the West's oil and raw materials 
supply routes. 

From this evidence and a great deal more compara- 
tive data in the new "Military Balance," we find strong 
support for our belief that the USSR is implementing a 
carefully integrated global strategy, elements of which 
claim fleeting public attention but which, as a unified 
strategy, has been obscured by the shadows of detente, 
oil, and inflation. 

In ten years, the USSR has moved patiently, step by 
step, from strategic inferiority to parity-plus, headed for 
superiority; from gross inferiority in theater nuclear 
forces to parity-plus, headed for superiority; from parity 
in conventional forces to superiority; and from a land- 
locked continental nation to a global presence, headed 
for global hegemony. "Hair by hair," as the Russian 
proverb goes, "you can pluck the whole beard." 

This outbound passage from military inferiority has 
cost the Soviet people dearly — from eleven to fifteen 
percent of each year's gross national product. But the 
Kremlin's goal of world domination has been judged by 
the few who rule to be worth the sacrifices of the many 
who serve. 

The relative decline of Western power is not likely to 
be reversed by anything short of heroic measures. We 
do not see such measures in the immediate offing, but 
there is a growing grass-roots recognition — at least in 
this country — that all is not well. That's a first step, if the 
people will tell their leader where they want to go. 
perhaps the leader will lead them.

I read with interest your Jack Anderson excerpt and comment in DOCS #2, I'm 
glad to see new pubbers following the tradition of using non-Dip stuff as filler 
and conversation stuff, as straight Dip makes a zine too much of a mechanical 
printout.

Whether you drill for oil, import oil, warehouse oil, 
transport oil, or refine or retail it, the government is your silent but dominant 
partner. If you need to blow your nose, it is only according to the schedule put 
out in the latest FSDEHAL REGISTER. 

Next, the quote from Anderson. Jack has his place, as he often exposes things 
that ought to be exposed. Unfortunately, he has a daily colunn to put out as well, so 
when there are no legitimate exposes to run that day, well, put in something that sort 
of LOOKS like it. This item you quote is a good example; a nice exciting piece on the 
face of it, one that panders to the ignorance and prejudices of the public, but on?

I got into a tournment at last. And, who's in charge? Gee, I don't know. Some guy 
came in the room and said, the AH Classics tournament will begin. Pick a partner and 
tell me the winner. He turned around and left, t ended up coordinating the tournment, 
signing up players and setting up a players chart. 

Tow for the TTT-TEE! The Diplomacy tournament. I cannot believe what I saw. The 
tournament, started T". The ooint system was not bad. And then it happened. Some DA"'.* 
r^- — -y*—> PAR!!

he got everyone or. the board to give him a 34 center win the next year. He didn't have 
to earn it, he just had it written on the gamesheet. The tournament was based on a 
BEST COUNTEY getting bonus points. The best country was the person who had the highest 
su^r-lv eerier average divided by the game years. PARES?!?. v;as so far in front, there 
-as' nothing anyone could do. (BESS IS 'CHEPE JIK MADE HISMI5TAK2: He let the results of 
the game stand. Ke should not have allowed this to happen. Instead, he passed the 
buck and stated that if the players don't regulate the game, it's not his fault. Sorry, 
Jin — it was your fault. It should not have happened.) 

T:ow that the players found that Jim was going to be so easy, they decided that 
it was open season. The tournment broke wide open. Players would work together towards 
a victory and turn in things like this:

T'ow remember: The players got a bonus for the best country. The bonus was high enough 
that 6 of the 7 places were for people with the best country. Jim allowed this 
manipulation of centers and negotiating to go on. Players would sit at the tables and 
use 'a calculator to figure the best year to go to. They would then write do wn^ that 
number of years and turn it in. This 'was done in front of Jim. I questioned him on this, 
and the response was "Players should regulate their own games." 

There was no control over the sign-ups. If you wanted to enter with 3 of your 
friends, you could do so. Then you could manipulate the score and turn it in. Again, 
knowingly in front of Jim. 

How about this example? I went 4 hours before the tournment was over to check my 
soot. I checked the results and found I was in 9th place. A guy who was 7th place was 
with me. Hick was with me and a friend was with him. Some players who were upset at the 
system were there. I told Jim that it just wasn't fair. He said that is the way it was.

In front of Jim, I told 
him" we would not play a game. :.'e all agreed to let the 7th place player and myself 
sh^e ir a victory. *'. T e would just mark in the appropriate boxes and turn in the sheet. 
Jim told me that wasn't ethical, but HE WOULD ACCEPT IT AKD KATE IT A3 AN OFFICIAL GM'E! 
T : r no put up the biggest stink? That ASSHOLE PAPEETE?.. Ke said we were cheating. Can you 
believe it? The Fucking Idiot who started th-- er: J o -'-.nod there and tried to tell 

us that we couldn't do what he had just done. He told us that wasn't a fair thing to do 
* ,T hen I called him on the same thing, he .said his was different. 

Needless to say, do not believe anything you read about the tournament. The places 
for Ist-lOth were all negotiated for and are totally worthies . There was no victor 
in the tournament, just a bunch of horse shit. Ho diplomacy was played to determine the 
victor. Some good games were played, but, these players couldn't rate because of the 
manioulation that went on. There were some outstanding players that were not recognized. 

"l did not turn in the paper, I just took it over to prove it could be done. Jim 
stated he would accept it and I would probably have placed in the top 10. The other 
guv would have placed in the top 3. As it was, neither of us won any of the prize money. 
There is no way I could have done that and looked myself in the mirror. Put I do know 
th^t Jim did it. I saw one of his game sheet ratings where a calculator was used. Jim
